Attorney Fischer's argument that the bypass line was part of the vent line and that is not 
the case in Brown. Examiner's response was that claim 1 recites that vent line 
comprises a bypass loop and that limitation is met by Brown since the bypass loop in 
Brown is in fluid communication with the vent line. Examiner informed attorney Fischer 
that the argument that the combination of Brown with Hinkle would render Brown 
inoperative was not persuasive since such a combination merely involves changing the 
order of location of the flow detector and mass flow controller for the reasons set forth 
clearly in the office action and also no evidence has been provided that such 
combination would render Brown inoperative. Attorney Fischer's argument that flow 
through the detector limitation in claim 1 is not disclosed in Brown was responded to by 
the examiner by noting that the flow detector in Brown is dynamic in nature as it relies 
on time wise pressure change and thus inherently involves flow through the detector. 
Attorney Fischer's argument that in claiml, recitations pertain to flow of a gas that is 
supplied from a mass flow controller was found by examiner to be unpersuasive since 
Brown clearly discloses the flow of a gas and the flow from the mass flow controller is 
indeed supplied to a process chamber.
